VI. Claims 26-32, drawn to method of separating viral particles wherein the medium 
having a first extracellular viral particle to cell ratio, classified in class 435, 
subclass 325. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups I- VI are mutually exclusive and patentably distinct methods which 
are substantially different. The multiple methods have different uses. The examination of all 
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groups would require different searches in the U.S. Patent Shoes, in house and commercial 
databases, and scientific literature and would require the consideration of different patentability 
issues. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use 
together and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects 
(MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). Presently, the methods differ since for example the method 
of Group I is directed to detection and method of Group II is directed to separation. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
